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Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  preseint  my  Annual  Report  on  th^  general 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  Hebden  Bridge  for 
the  year  1907. 

I estimate  the  POPULATION  to  the  middle  of  the 
year  to  be  8,000,  no  increase  on,  that  of  1906.  The 
completion  of  the  HalifaiX  Water"v\^orks  at  Walshaw 
Dean  has,  during  the  last  eighteen  months,  caused  the 
removal  from  your  district  of  a large  number  of  work- 
men and  their  families.  This  reduction  of  population 
has,  however,  been  counteracted  to  a considerable  extent 
by  the  influx  of  working  people  from  adjoining  locali- 
ties, who'  have  found  employment  in  those  weaving 
sheds  of  Hebden  Bridge  in  which  thei  strike  has  taken 
place.  These  facts,  combined  with  a rough  enumeration 
of  the  empty  houses  in  the  GouncirSi  District,  seem  to 
me  toi  give  the  estimate  mentioned  above,  as  a fairly 
reliable  one  for  the  year. 

THE  VITAL  STATISTICS  are  as  follow : —Birth- 
rate, 16.7  per  1000  ; General  Death-rate,  13.3  per  1000. 
Infant  Mortality  (deaths  under  one  year  per  1000  births) 
119.4  per  1000;  Zymotic  Death-rate,  0.2  per  1000; 
Phthi  sis  Death-rate,  1.3  per  1000  ; Respiratory  Death- 
rate,  2.2  per  1000. 
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The  Birth-rate  is  a slight  increas©  over  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  Zymotic  Death-rate  is  ex- 
tremely low,  the  least  ever  recorded  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge',  for  the  Hebden  Bridge  District.  The 
Phthisis  death-rate  is  rather  under  the  preceding  year. 
The  general  Death-rate,  Infant  Mortality,  and  Respira- 
tory Deaths,  are  each  higher  than  those  for  1906.  No 
special  cause  or  reason  can  be  assigned  for  this  increase, 
as  the  year  expired  has  been  a very  favourable  one  in 
most  hygienic  aspectsi,  and  this  occurrence  would  appear 
more  a matter  of  chance  than  otherwise.  The  greater 
mortality  is  found  most  in  the  aged  class. 

THE  BIRTHS  REGISTERED  have  been  134,  vD., 
65  males  and  69  females,  yielding  an  annual  birth-rate 
of  16.7  per  1000.  Eight  of  these  were  illegitiniate.  The 
number  of  births  and  rate  for  the  previous  year  were 
respectively  132  and  16.5  per  1000',  and  the  average 
birth-rate  for  the  last  ten  years  (1897  to  1906)  has 
been  20'. 6 per  1000. 

THE  DEATHS  REGORDED,  one  of  which  alone 
was  uncertified,  were  96,  viz.,  49  males  and  47  females, 
giving  an  annual  death-rate  of  12.0  per  1000.  Eleven 
inhabitants  of  Hebden  Bridge  died  in  Public  Institu- 
tions out  of  the  district,  making  the  total  deaths  107 
and  the  nett  death-rate  for  the  year  13.3  per  1000.  Four 
sudden  or  violent  deaths  were  investigated  by  the 
Coroner.  Sixteen  children  died  in  infancy  or  under 
one  year  of  age,  and  thirty-four  persons,  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  total  number,  were  65  years  and  upwards. 
The  Deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  or  Infec- 
tious Diseases  have  been  only  two,  one  from  Whooping 
Cough  and  one  from  Typhoid  Fever,  against  ten  deaths 
from  the  same  causesi  in  the  year  1906.  This  Zymotic 
death-rate  is  a rare  and  unique  record.  The  remaining 
causes  of  death  require  little  comment : they  include 
eleven  from  Phthisis,  two  from  Tubercular  diseases, 
seven  from  Cancer,  eighteen  from  general  Lung  disease, 
and  twelve  from  Heart  diseases. 

THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  reported  under  the 
“Notification  Act”  have  been  21,  viz.:  Diphtheria  2, 
Scarlet  Fever  14,  and  Typhoid  Fever  5.  Sixteen  of 
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these  were  tre^ated  at  the  Infectious'  Hospital.  In  addi- 
tion to  these,  thirty-seven  cases  of  Chicken-pox  were 
notified.  This  children’s  disease,  placed  amongst  the 
compulsory  notifiable  infectious  diseases  on  1st  Novem- 
ber, 1904,  has  been  removed  from  that  list  by  your 
Council,  and  their  action  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment Board  in  the  month  of  September  last.  I have 
again  to  express  thanks  for  the  benefit  this  district  has 
derived  during  the  past  year  from  the  Bacteriological 
Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  in  the  assistance  received  in 
elucidation  of  these  and  other  infectious  diseases.  The 
most  prompt  reply  is  assured  to  every  enquiry  in  these 
cases. 

Five  cases  of  TYPHOID  FEVEH  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  all  of  whom  were  sent  to  the  Fieldem 
Hospital.  Four  of  these  lived  in  one  house.  I have 
referred  in  my  third  Quarterly  Report  tO'  this  family, 
and  believe  the  primary  case  was  probably  contracted 
in  another  district,  and  the  three  remaining  members 
received  the  infection  directly  from  the  first  one  in 
their  own  home. 

SCARLET  FEVER  has  been  prevalent  to  some 
extent — not  in  epidemic  form.  It  was  of  mild  character 
and  is  peculiar,  inasmuch  as  it  affected  not  only  young 
children,  but  others,  including  adults  and  persons  of 
mature  age,  who  may  have  escaped  it  in  their  youth.  I 
am  afraid  some  slight  cases  have  not  been  officially 
reported,  perhaps  have  not  been  recognised,  in,  the 
households  in  which  they  took  place. 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  in  Hebden  Bridge  have 
had  an  unusual  amount  of  infectious  sickness  during 
the  year,  not,  however,  in  epidemic  proportions,  and 
generally  of  a mild  nature.  Mytholm  School  has  had 
reported  to  me,  by  the  Attendance  Officer,  36  cases  of 
Measles,  4 of  Mumps,  3 of  Diphtheria,  2 of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  2 of  Chicken-pox.  Central  School — 13  of 
Measles,  2 of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  5 of  Whooping 
Cough  ; whilst  Stubbing  School  has  been  nearly  exempt, 
one  case  of  Chicken-pox  and  one  of  Whooping-cough  only 
being  notified.  I did  not  find  it  necessary  to  revert  to 
closure  in  any  instance. 
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WATEil  SUPPLY. — Some  temporary  complaints 
have  arisen  regarding  the  turbid  condition  of  the;  public 
water,  which  I understand  has'  been  caused  by  the  fre^ 
quent  cutting  off  of  the  supply,  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  connecting  new  water  closets  with  main  drains. 
Suggestions  have  also  been  made  that  the  public  water, 
being  slightly  solvent  of  lead,  has  been  injurious  to 
health.  Analyses  have  recently  been  taken  from  sam- 
ples collected  both  at  the  Filter  Beds,  Holliti  Hall,  and 
in  Hebden  Bridge  itself,  proving  that  it  is  fairly  free 
from  such  impurity  and  can  be  made  completely  sO'  by 
further  lime  deposits  in  the  filter  beds,  a matter  which 
is  in  immediate  contemplation  by  the  Council.  I may 
add  I have  never  known  any  lead  poisoning  arise  from 
the  use  of  this  water. 

SANITABY  IMPBOVEMENTS  are  many  and  im- 
portant. Ten  new  Water  Closets  have  been  constructed 
and  135  Pail  Closets  have  been  converted  into  water 
Closets  and  connected  with  main  sewers.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  property-owners  have  responded  tO'  the 
request  of  the  Council  in  this  matter  in  a prompt  and 
creditable  manner.  I understand  there  are  now  less 
than  one  hundred  of  the  old  pail  closets  remaining  in 
the  district.  Pail  closets,  liable  to  contain  disease 
germs,  are  now  removed  from  the  back  premises  and 
proximity  to  dwellings.  Their  contents  are  not  scattered 
on  the  hill-tops  tO'  pollute  private  water  supplies,  and  a 
considerable  saving  in  expenditure  is  effected  in  the 
scavenging  department  by  their  abolition.  A nine-inch 
sewer,  130  yards  in  length,  has  been  laid  in  Garden 
Street,  and  a new  nine-inch  main  sewer  at  Stubbing 
Holme.  The  sewer  and  house  drains  at  Windsor  Road 
have  been  effectively  repaired.  The  Refuse  and  Ash 
Tip  at  Eaves  Bottom  has  been  much  improved,  and  the 
road  to  it  made  better.  Several  structural  works  have 
been  completed,  which  include  the  paving  of  Bridge 
Lanes  and  Lees  Road ; the  laying  of  540  yards  of  iron 
water  mains  in  Oak  Street,  Bond  Street,  Savile  Road, 
Palace  House  Road,  and  othersi  of  minor  importance. 

THE  OUTFALL  WORKS  at  Redacre  have  been 
well  and  efficiently  managed,  notwithstanding  the  extra 
volume  of  sewage  sent  there  from  the  increased  water 
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closet  accommodation  carried  out  in  Hebden  Bridge. 
The  effluent  produced  has  been  satisfactory.  One  local 
nuisance,  complaint  only  during  the  year  was  received, 
from  a deposit  of  compressed  manure  carelessly  placed 
near  the  public  road,  which  was  speedily  remnved. 

DENSE  SMOKE  from  Factory  Chimneys  has  been 
again  brought  under  your  consideration.  Observations 
have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector,  and  notices  issued. 
Amelioration  has  followed  for  a time,  with  some  relapse 
in  a few  cases.  It  is  a nuisance  of  old  standing,  and 
must  injuriously  affect  the  public  health. 

No  Dwelling-houses  have  been  built  during  the 
year. 

I visit  occasionally  the  Four  Begistered  Lodging- 
Houses,  and  find  them  fairly  clean  and  conducted  in  an 
orderly  manner. 

I append  to  this  Report  the  ordinary  returns  for 
Local  Government  Board  and  County  Council. 

I have  also  the  honour  to  present  a Special  Report 
for  the  information  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Home 
Secretary,  on  the  administration  of  the  “ Factory  and 
Workshops  Act,  1901,”  in  Hebden  Bridge,  for  the  year 
1907.  The  sanitary  conditions  and  closet  accommoda- 
tion for  the  workpeople  employed  in  the  various  Fac- 
tories and  Workshops  continue  sufficient  and  suitable 
for  their  requirements.  In  some  instances,  specified 
in  Form  572,  want  of  cleanliness  and  insufficient  or 
defective  sanitary  arrangements  were  observed,  and 
afterwards  corrected.  The  number  of  Workshops  on 
the  register  are  75,  which  include  61  Workshops  and 
14  Bakehouses.  The  Bakehouses  are  kept  in  good  sani- 
tary order,  comply  with  Local  Government  regulations, 
and  are  regularly  whitewashed.

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NUISANCE  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT.

Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1907,  which 
is  my  TWENTY-SEiVENT'H  ANNUAL  ONE  as  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

There  has  been  no  increas©  in  the  NUMBER  OF 
HOUSES,  and  only  three  have  been  added  to^  the 
number  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains, 
making  a total  of  1,346  supplied  from  that  source. 

SMOKE. — Out  of  the  48  observations  taken  of  fac- 
tory chimneys,  the  ten  minutes’  limit  for  dense  smoke 
was  only  exceeded  in  six  cases,  and  they  were  confined 
to  the  chimneys  of  five  firms. 

Of  the  INFECTIOUS  HISEASESi  reported  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  16  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital,  and  in  all  cases  of  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  the 
bedding  was  treated  at  the  steam  disinfector  either 
immediately  after  removal,  or,  in  cases  treated  at  home, 
after  recovery. 

In  that  way  19  sets  have  been  dealt  with  from  your 
District,  and  three  from  the  Rural  District. 

SEVEN  SAMPLES  of  New  Milk  were  purchased 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  each 
of  which  was  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be 
genuine. 

THE  NUISANCEiS  dealt  with  have  been  of  a varied 
character,  but  the  most  serious  were  the  defective  drains 
in  Windsor  Road  and  Windsor  View,  several  of  which 
were  found  to'  be  leaking  into  or  under  the  houses ; 
but  they  were  ultimately  traced  and  remedied,  the 
ov/ners  giving  me  full  power  to  get  anything  done  that 
might  be  necessary  in  order  to  put  the  property  into  a 
proper  sanitary  condition. 
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FACTORIES  and  WORKSHOPS.— There  has  been 
little  cause  for  complaints  in  the  way  the  75  Workshops 
have  been  conducted,  only  three  minor  nuisances  coming 
under  my  observation,  and  these  were  duly  remedied. 
Ten  Nuisances  in  Factories,  arising  mainly  from  un- 
suitable or  insufficient  closet  accommodation,  were  also 
remedied. 

There  were  no  alterations  in  the  number  of  Regis- 
tered Slaughterhouses,  Cowsheds,  or  Offensive  Trades ; 
but  one  of  the  registered  common  Lodging-houses  was 
closed  for  lack  of  patronage. 

Particulars  of  other  matters  dealt  with  during  the 
year  will  be  found  in  the  C ” and  other  Returns 
attached  to  the  Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report.

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CANAL  BOAT  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, — 


Hebden  Bridge, 

January  17th,  1908. 


I beg  to  present  my  Keport  for  the  year  1907,  as 
Inspector  of  Canal  Boats  for  the  combined  Districts  of 
the  Hebden  Bridge  Urban  and  the  Todmorden  Rural 
Councils. 


The  Number  of  Boats  inspected  during  the  year  was 
73,  and  altogether  they  had  registered  sleeping  accom- 
modation in  the  cabins  for  399  adults,  but  the  total 
number  of  occupants,  when  the  inspections  were  made, 
was  only  173,  including  12  women  and  4 children, 
which  is yhe  smallest  proportion  of  women  and  children 
to  boats  inspected  which  I have  had  to  record  for 
several  fmars. 

There  were  six  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regu- 
lations, four  of  the  boats  having  the  cabins  out  of  repair 
and  two  others  in  which  the  cabins  had  not  been  re- 
painted for  over  three  years. 

Notices  v/ere  served  on  the  owners  in  four  out  of 
the  Six  cases,  and  in  the  others  promises  to  comply  with 
the  i-equirements  of  the  Regulations  were  made  by  the 
Captains.
